NO TAX FREEZE 


Residents face ‘democracy-dodging’ council bill rise 


Kingston Council has been accused 
of “showing contempt” to residents 
after deciding to raise council tax 
by a fraction less than 2 per cent. 

But ruling Lib Dem councillors 
have defended the move, saying the 
hike is essential to protect public 
services and residents most in 
need. 

Taxpayers living in a band D 
property can expect to pay an extra 
52p a week from April, about £27 
annually, after the authority re¬ 
fused Government funding to 
freeze tax for a third consecutive 
year. 

And by raising the tariff to just 
1.99 per cent instead of 2 per cent, 
the council has avoided new 
Government legislation that forces

local authorities to hold a referen¬ 
dum on excessive tax increases. 

This week, Conservative Local 
Government Minister Brandon 
Lewis accused Kingston Council of 
“flagrant democracy-dodging”. 

He said: “Town halls looking to 
hike up the cost of living are show¬ 
ing real contempt for hard-working 
families and pensioners. 

“Residents will be dismayed by 
this flagrant democracy-dodging. 
Kingston Council is doing families 
and pensioners a disservice by 
raising council tax to a hair’s 
breadth below the trigger level in 
order to avoid a public vote instead 


of taking up this offer to help fund 
a freeze for the third year in a row. 

“Councillors will find out what 
residents really think on the 
doorstep or through a kick in the 
ballot box.” 

But Lib Dem council leader 
Derek Osbourne described the 
freeze grant as “bribes” and told 
Local Government secretary Eric 
Pickles to “get his tanks off our 
lawns”. 

He said: “It costs us £200,000 to 
run a local election, so I’m assum¬ 
ing a referendum would cost about 
the same. 

“So the Department for Commu¬ 
nities and Local Government is 
saying we should put it up another 
0.01 per cent to spend £200,000 of 


taxpayers’ money on something 
that isn’t a service. 

“We had to find £2.4m in cuts in 
order to pay for last year’s freeze. If 
Eric Pickles had put the freeze 
money into the revenue support 
grant then there would be lots of 
services we wouldn’t have to cut. 

“It’s another bribe in order to get 
local councils to do what he wants 
them to do. 

“He should get his tanks off our 
lawn. He doesn’t run anything and 
he’s not very good at it either.” 

Leader of the Kingston Conserva¬ 
tives, Councillor Howard Jones 
said “We have to expect this from a 
leader of the council who boasts he 
came into politics to spend public 
money, not save it.”

Plans for the first Love 
Kingston Day are taking shape 
with only a few weeks to go be¬ 
fore the fundraiser. 

This Valentine’s Day will see 
the first dedicated day of ac¬ 
tion by Love Kingston, the 
charity appeal supporting 
community organisations. 

The appeal needs to raise 
£193,052 by March this year in 
order to meet a Government 
match-funding target. 

Borough leaders, including 
town centre manager Ros Mor¬ 
gan and university vice-chan¬ 
cellor Julius Weinberg, met this 
week to get behind the appeal. 

One person backing the ini¬ 
tiative is Surbiton resident 
Nancy Vlasto, 86, who will be 
hitting the streets on her mo¬ 
bility scooter this February 14, 
dressed as Blossom the pan¬ 
tomime horse. 

Miss Vlasto and Blossom 
have raised money for several 
good causes over many years, 
including the Kingston Can 
Appeal which helped raise 
money to build Kingston Hos¬ 
pital’s cancer ward, and was 
backed by the the Kingston 
Guardian. 

She estimates she has raised 
about £125,000 for charity, and 
has been nominated by 
Kingston Volunteer Bureau for 
a lifetime achievement award. 

She said: “It is ridiculous 
what I do. I just travel around 
slowly and when I see people

Detective Chief Superin¬ 
tendent Greenslade, who 
took over in July 2009, 
said: “It’s something I’d 
like to see in the long term.

Oceana has been told it will 
not host a safe pubs awards 
ceremony and urged to with¬ 
draw altogether. 

The 2012 Kingston Best Bar 
None awards were postponed 
to January 29 after the fatal 
stabbing of 20-year-old Jamie 
Sanderson. 

In a letter to Oceana manag¬ 
er Dan Corry, Leigh White- 
house, chairman of the Safer 
Kingston Partnership, wrote: 
“To award accreditation to 
your venue would not only 
be difficult for the victim’s 
family, I also think it would 
undermine the Best Bar None 


accreditation as a whole.” 

The Best Bar None awards 
recognise positive contribu¬ 
tions made by responsible li¬ 
censees promoting sensible 
drinking. 

Before the stabbing Oceana 
had won the award for best at¬ 
mosphere in a Surrey Comet 
poll. 

Luminar and Kingston 
Council will attend a hearing 
at Wimbledon Magistrates’ 
Court on Monday, January 28, 
as the club attempts to over¬ 
turn the decision to revoke its 
licence after Mr Sanderson’s 
death.

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Council’s school bid is 
on top in proposal race

A Kingston Council-backed free 
secondary school bid has beaten a 
church bid to the first stage for 
funding after gaining the backing 
of more than 800 parents. 

So far, 837 parents have regis¬ 
tered their support for a school on 
the site of the North Kingston cen¬ 
tre in Richmond Road. 

The Kingston Educational Trust 
is backed by Kingston University, 
Kingston College and Kingston 
Council. 

Councillor Patricia Bamford, 
lead member for children and 
young people, said: “These are ex¬ 
citing plans for a school that is for 
the whole community, at the heart 
of the community. 

“It will be the borough’s first free

school and will have many distinc¬ 
tive features.” 

But church-backed King Edward 
the Martyr School missed the Jan¬ 
uary 4 deadline for its funding ap¬ 
plication to the Government to 
open a free school. 

Its backers, the Kingston Church 


School Foundation (KCSF) and 
Woodard Academies Trust, said 
they would wait until the next 
round of bidding, possibly in 
November. 

Mr Davis, a former leader of 
Kingston Council, said: “We’re just 
reassessing at the moment. 

“We had lots of support for the 
school but we always want more 
and delaying it actually gives us 
more time to get more. 

“We are therefore holding our 
proposal until we gather signifi¬ 
cantly more backers.” 

The council-backed bid would es¬ 
tablish a free school for 11 to 18- 
year-olds at the North Kingston 
Centre by September 2014. 

The school would be co-educa- 
tional, non-selective and non-faith, 
and would admit six forms of 
entry, or 180 children a year. 


Gove’s boost 
to free school 

Education Secretary Michael Gove is 
“very supportive” of a £20m bid for a 
new secondary free school in north 
Kingston, according to his party col¬ 
league Zac Goldsmith. 

Mr Gove’s axing of the previous 
Labour Government’s Building 
Schools for the Future programme in 
2010 threw the future of the school 
into doubt. 

Kingston had to put paid to hopes for 
a £300m revamp of every school in the 
borough. 

He made the comments last Friday 
on a tour of Coombe Girls’ School, 
where he took questions from stu¬ 
dents, but not our reporter. 

Richmond MP Zac Goldsmith said: “I 
recommended Mr Gove to visit this 
school because it is an incredibly im¬ 
pressive school. I met students from 
there in Parliament. 

“It was also the opportunity to put 
forward the case for funding a new 
school in north Kingston. He was very 
supportive.” 

The school was only told that Mr 
Gove would visit three days before. 

Headteacher Deborah Walls said: “I 
am extremely proud of this school and 
all the wonderful things that happen 
here. 

“He said that there were things from 
this school that he would want repli¬ 
cated, such as the number of girls 
studying physics in the sixth form.”

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Fraudster walks 
free from court

A self-appointed caretaker who 
rifled through his absent neigh¬ 
bour’s post to siphon off more 
than £290,000 from his bank ac¬ 
count over four years has been 
allowed to walk free from court. 

John Charles Stalker, 52, 
claimed he became sick at the 
state of the abandoned flat below 
and at first started doing the gar¬ 
dening, tidying it up and paying 
the bills using £27,675 of his 
neighbour’s money. 

But over the next four years, 
Stalker, who lived in Canbury 
Park Road, Kingston, but also 
rented out a property to tenants 
above the flat in Oxford Avenue, 
Wimbledon, withdrew £296,324 
for himself by registering for on¬ 
line banking using unopened 
bank statements. 

He even rented the flat out to 
unwitting tenants before he was 
finally discovered last April. 

He escaped with a 24-month 
suspended prison sentence and 
was ordered to carry out 180 
hours of unpaid work on Tues¬ 
day, January 15, after his victim, 
John Elliott - who had not 
checked his bank account since 
1997 - wrote to Kingston Crown 
Court asking for leniency. 

Stalker has now repaid the 
money. 

Defence counsel Timothy 
Greene said: “Mr Stalker became 
increasingly stressed. 

“The smell from the property, 
the animals that were going into 
the property - it became more 
and more stressful. 

“He knew about that money for

years before he did anything. He 
did not do wrong in taking over 
the property. 

“Mr Elliott is now the owner of 
a property for which he has not 
had to pay any money for reno¬ 
vating or maintaining. Mr Elliott 
is considerably better off by what 
has happened.” 

Stalker, a father of two teenage 
sons, admitted two counts of 
fraud. A charge of renting out 
the flat to unwitting tenants and 
a third count of fraud were left to 
lie on file. 

Judge Georgina Kent said: “The 
time came when you used the 
money for your own benefit and 
your own business needs. 

“But I have given you credit for 
your guilty plea and the fact that 
this money has been returned. It 
is in the public interest to punish 
you in a constructive way.” 

A neighbour in Oxford Avenue, 
who did not want to be named, 
said Stalker had introduced him¬ 
self as the landlord of the down¬ 
stairs flat. 

She said: “I honestly thought he 
owned the place. The garden was 
completely overgrown. 

“He would come and cut the 
grass and sort the back garden 
out. I think he put new windows 
in there too. 

“It’s a bit sad really. Knowing 
this now, he was obviously trying 
to do everything he could to find 
the owner, but this property in 
Wimbledon was going to waste.” 


Stripping and lapdancing to continue 


A Kingston nightclub has been 
granted a sex establishment li¬ 
cence, allowing it to offer 
striptease and lapdancing to 
customers. 

An application to operate a 
sexual entertainment venue at 
Ama-gi, in High Street, was ap¬ 
proved by the Kingston Town 


Neighbourhood Committee last 
week, despite 26 objections. 

The strip shows will be re¬ 
stricted to Thursday nights, 
from 9pm to 2.30am, and Satur¬ 
day nights, from 9pm until 
3.30am. 

The club was previously 
licenced to offer sexual 


entertainment, offering strip 
shows from October 2009 to 
February 2011, but has had to 
re-apply due to changes to the 
law. 

The sex establishment licence 
lasts for one year, beginning on 
April 1, after which the club 
will have to reapply.

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Axe begins to fall but 
town’s fire engine safe

Kingston fire station will not be 
losing one of its engines as feared, 
it has been announced. 

But 12 London stations will 
close, with seven two-pump sta¬ 
tions losing an appliance, as part 
of plans to cut £65m from London 
Fire Brigade’s budget. 

However, four other stations, in¬ 
cluding Twickenham, will gain a 
new engine. 

Liberal Democrat London As¬ 
sembly member Stephen Knight 
said: “As an assembly member 
and as a member of the fire au¬ 
thority, I am not happy at all 
about London losing one in 10 of 
its fire stations. I think it really 
reduces the fire brigade’s reach 
across London. 

“It may not directly affect 
Kingston and Twickenham, but it 
still puts Londoners’ safety at 
risk, so I and my colleagues are 
opposing it.” 

The plans were announced last 
week by London fire commission¬ 
er Ron Dobson. 

Mr Dobson said: “Like virtually 
every other public service, the 
brigade needs to make savings. 

“Additional savings cannot be 
found without making significant 
changes to how we keep London 


safe. In the last decade, demand 
for the brigade’s service has 
changed dramatically and it is 
time to reflect that in how our fire 
stations, engines and staff are or¬ 
ganised. 

“With all the work we do to pre¬ 
vent fires happening, and re¬ 
sponse times that are still among 
the best in the country, I am confi¬ 
dent these savings can be made 
while keeping London safe.” 

But Paul Neale, London south¬ 
west area organiser for the Fire 
Brigades Union, said: “This is 
devastating, in no uncertain 
terms. 


“I don’t know where to begin. 
This is going to put the public at 
risk. It is going to put firefighters 
at risk. 

“It is just appalling, and they 
are getting away with it.” 

Earlier this week, London 
Mayor Boris Johnson hinted in a 
radio interview that firefighters 
could attend 999 calls in Minis, a 
practice trialled at the London 
Olympics. 

That proposal did not feature in 
the safety plan, but Mr Neale 
said: “To be told it looks as if 
we’re going to have to travel 
round in Minis is unreal.”

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Party’s ‘privatisation’ clash 
over child services merger 


Kingston Council’s leader has 
said he has concerns about 
turning the children’s services 
department into an indepen¬ 
dent social enterprise after it 
merges with Richmond.

Kingston Council leader 
Councillor Derek Osbourne 
admitted Kingston had “con¬ 
cerns” about Richmond’s vi¬ 
sion, but disagreed with his 
Liberal Democrat Party col¬ 
leagues that services would be 
privatised. 

Coun Osbourne said: “Pri¬ 
vatisation is a politically 


loaded, old-fashioned expres¬ 
sion. It’s a 1980s word. We’ve 
had a considerable number of 
discussions with Richmond 
and we know where one anoth¬ 
er are. It’s always been Rich¬ 
mond’s intention to move to 
that model. We have some con¬ 
cerns about that - we’re not 
convinced entirely that that’s 
the direction we want to go. 

“What I would like to see is 
how it operates as a company 
before we consider the social 
enterprise model. 

“We are not opposed to social 
enterprise in principle. 

“I would expect a Richmond 


report to set out where they 
would like to be, but it isn’t our 
agreement to go to a social en¬ 
terprise at this stage. There’s a 
huge desire to co-operate, and 
no desire to disagree.” 

Richmond’s Lib Dem leader 
Stephen Knight said: “You can 
call virtually any company a 
social enterprise if it has a so¬ 
cial element - it just has to ful¬ 
fil some sort of community 
duty. Even a social enterprise 
won’t be accountable to people 
in the way the council is. 

“Who is to say it will not be 
bought by a big company such 
as Serco in the future?”

House sales set to rise 


House sales across the UK look set 
to increase during the coming year 
say surveyors. 

Last month, 24 per cent more sur¬ 
veyors across the country predicted 
transactions to rise rather than fall 
over the next quarter. 

This more positive outlook comes 
at a time when confidence has been 
growing that the market in some 
parts of the country may now be 
over the very worst. 


In tandem with this, prices held 
steady during December. This is the 
first time since June 2010 that the 
national price balance has not been 
negative and - with prices forecast 
by RICS to rise by two per cent dur¬ 
ing 2013 - it seems that the market 
in some areas of the country may 
have started to bottom out. 

This stability looks set to persist 
with surveyors no longer taking a 
negative view of the price outlook 


between now and March. This is the 
first time that respondents have not 
predicted further drops over the fol¬ 
lowing three months since the sum¬ 
mer of 2010. 

Turning to market activity, the 
number of homes coming up for 
sale remained relatively stable last 
month, while demand from would- 
be buyers saw a continued increase. 
During December, a net balance of 
twelve percent more surveyors re¬ 


ported an increase in new buyer en¬ 
quiries. This reading has now been 
in positive territory for four 
months. Across the UK, London 
once again bucked the overall trend 
and saw significant increases in 
prices. 

Peter Bolton King, RICS global 
residential director, said: “As we 
start the new year confidence in the 
housing market does appear to be 
improving, helped in part by the im¬ 


pact of the Funding for Leading 
Scheme. 

Indeed, our members are predict¬ 
ing that transaction levels will con¬ 
tinue increasing in many parts of 
the country and it may be that we 
are now over the very worst. 

“That said, more still needs to be 
done to ensure potential buyers can 
access the market at every level. 
There is still a clear need for more 
homes to be built.”

Advice for local councils 
wanting to apply for a share 
of a £170million fund to 
remove bottlenecks on the 
local highway network and 
support growth-enhancing 
development has been 
published by Transport 
Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin.

The Local Pinch Point Fund 
will tackle obstacles on the 
local transport network that 


restrict growth by limiting 
the movement of goods, 
employees and customers. 

The investment will build 
on the success of the 
Highways Agency’s Pinch 
Point Fund for the Strategic 
Road Network, which 
received an extra £100 million 
in the Autumn Statement. 

Transport Secretary 
Patrick McLoughlin said: 
“Tackling congestion and 
making the most of our 
infrastructure is essential for 
economic growth. We have 
already provided significant 
funding to local authorities to 
promote growth but more can 
be done. 

“That is why we are 
providing this additional £170 
million to help councils free 


up key bottlenecks on the 
highway network. 

“This funding will unlock 
development sites to help 
local businesses and 
communities. This 
investment will fund 
improvements which have an 
immediate impact on growth 
with the aim that all schemes 
will be delivered as quickly as 
possible - funding will be 
available until March 2015. 

The schemes delivered as 
part of this programme will 
help create additional jobs 
and housing and could 
include:
